May Recall Y.M.C.A. Men 

Paris. — The possibility of order- 
ing all United States Y.M.C.A. work- 
ers out of Italy is being considered 
by John R. Mott, of the war work 
council of the Y.M.C.A. There are 
about 200 American workers in Italy 
assigned to various units of the Ical- 
ian army, and Mr. Mott was some- 
what perturbed over the possibility 
that they might become involved in 
manifestations of anti-United States 
feeling.

In issuing his official statement on 
the Adriatic question, President Wil- 
son let it be known that he desired

Berlin, — There have been serious 
disturbances at Hamburg during the 
week end. A mob plundered the har- 
bor quarter and clashed with the po- 
lice, several people being killed and 
wounded.
